TOWN OF FARMINGTON REPORT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Farmington qualified 


to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in 
said town on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, 
next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


Article I. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate the savings bank tax to the town current ex- 
pense fund. 


Article II. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to defray expenses for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation for the same. 


Article III. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the amount of money necessary to 
secure state aid for the permanent improvement of 
highways, under Chapter 35, Laws of 1905. 


Article IV. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise on a thousand of valuation for the re- 
pairs and improvement of highways for the ensuing 
year.

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Article V. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the amount of money necessary to 
secure the state portion of the maintenance fund. 


Article VI. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to pay the interest on the debt of said 
town, and make appropriation for the same. 

Article VII. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to apply to the Sinking Fund and how 
the same shall be raised. 


Article VIII. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the support of the Public Library 
in addition to the amount required by law. 


Article IX. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to Carlton Post, G. A. 
R., to be used for memorial purposes May 30, 1916. 


Article X. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to authorize the selectmen to hire for the pur- 
pose of paying the debt of the town the ensuing year. 


Article XI. To see if the town will vote to put on 
a night watch if the selectmen deem it necessary. 


Article XII. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for the purpose of 
building conerete sidewalks. 


Article XIII. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to be used in exterm- 
inating the brown tail moths, and authorize the select- 
men to expend the same. 
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Article XIV. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the care and im- 
provement of Edgerly Memorial Park for the ensuing 
year, and that said appropriation be intrusted to the 
Farmington Woman’s club to be expended for that 
purpose. 


Article XV. To see if the town will vote to buy a 
surety bond for the town treasurer. 


Article XVI. To see if the town will vote to give 
‘to the Farmington Woman’s club the use of the opera 
house one date in the year, free. 


Article XVII. To see if the town will vote to give 
to each of the churches the use of the opera house one 
date in the year, free. 


Article XVIII. To see what special action the 
town wishes to take, if any, relative to bridges the en- 
suing year. 


Article XIX. To see if the town will vote to in- 
stall a new boiler in the rear of the opera house and 
make other necessary repairs, raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


Article XX. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to distribute the inventory 
blanks at the time they examine and appraise property 
for taxes. 
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Article XXI. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for fencing and im- 
proving Fernald Park. 


Article XXII. (By petition:) To see if the town 
will vote to authorize the selectmen to extend Church 
Street to the land of Eugene Abbott, a distance of about 
four rods, and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


Article XXIII. To choose three selectmen, a town 
clerk, a town treasurer and other officers and agents . 
for the ensuing year, and elect four delegates at large, 
four alternate delegates at large, two district delegates 
and two district alternate delegates to the national con- 
vention of the various political parties, to be held to 
nominate party candidates for President and Vice Pres- 
ident of the United States.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Owing to the unanimous sentiment expressed at 
the annual town meeting in 1915, it was decided to ex- 
pend nearby ali of the highway appropriation outside 
of the compact part of the village, and this was done; 
then came a washout that left our roads very much 
worse than they were in the spring. Some of them 
were impassable and many in a very dangerous con- 
dition. We were compelled to put them in safe con- 
dition again, causing a larger outlay of money than we 
had expended in the first place, but we feel that we can 
say that our roads are in a pretty fair condition at the 
the present time, with few exceptions. 


OPERA HOUSE 


This building is sadly in need of repair in some 
places. The foundation has settled, causing a break in 
the brickwork; also the plastering is in very bad shape 
at the entrance to the main hall, caused by the settling 
of the baicony. Then, the boiler is worn out; one sec- 
tion of it is not used at the present time, so it may 
be seen that it is unsafe and very costly to get any heat 
in the main hail. 

We believe there should be some inducement 
offered to the tax payers so that the town would have

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the use of the money earlier and thus avoid hiring 
money to defray running expenses. There was over 
$3,000 in taxes due the town on January Ist, 1916. 
FERNALD PARK 

Before building a fence next to the street it was 
found that it would be necessary either to level the 
Park from the street or build a bank wall, as there was 
no foundation for a fence, it being very sidling; so a 
fence was built in the rear, the old road removed and an 
entrance made at the junction of Central and Tappan 
Streets by filling in the deep gully that has been a nui- 
sance for a long time. 


By vote of the town the selectmen have redistricted 
the town in the following manner: 


DISTRICT NO. 1 
Comprises Farmington Village Precinct and all 
roads north and east of Boston and Maine R. R. as far 
south as Watson’s corner. 


DISTRICTENO. 2 
Beginning at R. R. crossing and running to land 
of Emma Fullerton; also road running from said road 
to Ten Rod road and known as the Louis Rand road. 


DISTRICT NO. 3 
Beginning at Watson’s corner, thence running by 
Place crossing to Rochester line. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4 


Beginning at Scruton’s corner on the main road 
and running by land of Ivory Bean to Ten Rod road; 
also beginning at Rochester line and running westerly 
to land of Frank B. Chesley and known as the Ten Rod 
road. 


DISTRICT NO. 5 


Beginning at land of Frank B. Chesley and run- 
ning by the Hornetown schoolhouse to New Durham 
line; also from Mink brook to the Boston & Maine R. R. 


DISTRICT NO. 7 


Beginning at New Durham line and running by 
house of Leander Brown to George Otis’ corner; also 
from Mink brook to said road. 


DISTRICT NO. 8 


Beginning at George Otis’ corner, thence running 
by land of John I. Scruton to Strafford line. 


DISTRICT NO. 9 


Beginning at Rochester line, thence running by 
Merrill’s corner to George Otis’ corner; also beginning 
at a point opposite Owen Varney’s on said road and 
running by land of Mary Gray to Strafford line; also 
the road running from said road to Rochester line and 
known as the Sheepboro road, and the road running 
from the Ten Rod road by Tufts mill, so called, to 
Strafford line.
